The Virginia Department of Health (VDH) Electronic Morbidity Reporting Portal (portal) provides health
care professionals the ability to submit patient-based case morbidity reports as an alternative to the
paper-based EPI-1reporting mechanism. The elementsincludedinthis portal are similarto those on the
paper EPI-1; however, some areas have been expanded to allow the most actionable information to be
entered. In accordance with the Board of Health Regulations, this portal is the only mechanism for the
reporting of Neonatal Abstinence Syndrome (NAS).

It is necessary to enter information on the person making the report. This information is both required

and important in order to allow VDH to contact someone for further information on the patient if
necessary.
